Among archaic tilings In tills coun¬ 
try we have come at last, happily, to 
class ‘the duello,” as it was once proud 
to lie called. "Tlie field of honor,” "the 
code of honor,” "the satisfaction usual 
among gentlemen,” and other such 
phrases, have become practically obso¬ 
lete; and whereas formerly it would 
have been a very astonishing thing if 
a gentleman failed to send liis "friend” 
with a challenge to any other gentle- i 
man who hail insulted him, tlie aston- j 
ishing tiling now would he for such a 
challenge to be sent under any eir- | 
• umstances; although it must Ite said, 
.11 honest truth, that the duel itself ! 
(Considered apart from its code) wan 1 
much less objectionable than are many 
of the modes of violence that have sue- j 
‘.•ceded it. So much may he conceded, 
without in any degree lessening tlie \ 
just condemnation of dueling as a relic 1 
of a barbarous chivalry. 

It was "the code” which really gave 
the duel its specially malefic charac¬ 
ter.

A STYLISH TURNOUT. 

MRS. CLEVELAND HAS A NEW TEAM 

OF HORSES AT BUZZARDS BAY. 

The President'. Wife I. the Owner of the 

Gray Gable. Estate—All Ostentation Is 

Frowned Down at Cape Cod. 

President Cleveliuid rides in Mrs. 
Cleveland’s carriage hero at Gray Ga¬ 
bles. His coachman is not his at all, 

, but his better half's. From the hand¬ 
some pair of bays, the carirage, the 
coachman, down to the very harnesses 
\ the entire outfit is my lady’s own. It is 
said here that her ownership dot* not 
stop at the contents of the stable, but 
the entire estate in hers as well. But i: 
this is true, there is one thing in which 
the man of the house is permitted to as- 
! sort his supremacy. The president pays 
the taxes. The assessors of the town of 1 
! Bourne have Mr. Cleveland on their lit- 
j tie list and do not recognize his wife as 
a source of financial relief to the town 
treasury. Tne president is good enough 
for them. He accepts the decree of val¬ 
ues of the Monument Neck estate and 
settles up with the tax collector without 
a murmur each year. 

Mrs. Cleveland is putting more style 
into her equipage this summer than 
formerly. The horses are carriage horses 
this time. In seasons past she fell into 
I the common error that heavy draft horses 
were indispensable on Cape Cod for pull¬ 
ing even a light carriage on the heavy 
sandy roads. But experience has taught I 
both Mrs. Cleveland and the president 
that mere weight in driving horses does 
not count for niuoh here. One might 
just as well have such a stylish pair as 
she has brought here this season as to 
insist upon anything approaching track 
horses that are out of proportion with 
the remainder of the turnouts. Good 
wind, grit aud slu>rt legs for hill climb¬ 
ing count more than size or sheer 
strength of sinew in horseflesh. The 
nativo horse runs below the medium 
sized stature of country horses iu New 
J England. They are tough, wiry beasts 
\ and seem to have that touch suggestive 
| of web footoduess, which permits their 
hoofs to pound along over the deep sand 
without, sinking into or throwing it iu 
clouds with each step. 

’Tis said of the Cape Cod girls that 
the remarkable agility t.hev have ac¬ 
quired in walking with apparent ease 
ami comfort over the deep sand is owing 
to a peculiar knack, as they term it, of 
walking with a forward and backward 
roll, which turns tho toes up in front, 
with each step and tho heels up in 
back in the same manner. The native 
horses have that sumo knack. It is a 
quick liftii^* of tho feet immediately 
upon their striking tho earth with a 
lightness that is very marked. Perhaps 
this constant training in workaday life 
is what makes tho Capo Codders such 
exceptionally good dancers on tho ball¬ 
room floors. 

Mrs. Cleveland’s new pair nro light 
bays and well matched—much better 
matched than the pair she drove last 
summer, ns the latter were uneven in 
size and one was ut least two shades 
darker than the other. Tho new horses 
aro better matched in both respects. 
They aro by no means small, but in 
good proportion to tho two seated, can¬ 
opy topped carryall to which they aro 
nearly always attached. 

This carryall is not new this year. It 
was mado in Binghamton, N. Y., sev¬ 
eral years ago for tho presidential fam¬ 
ily, and it does not seem to wear out. 
It is a low box, roomy affair, finished 
in tho natural wood of a yellow brown 
tint. Curtains that nro kept constantly 
rolled up all uronnd, except in very se¬ 
vere weather, are of a tint to match tho 
woodwork. It is upholstered iu russet 
leat her throughout. 

Everything about it is of russet yel¬ 
low brown shade, aud tho horses come 
about as near to tho prevailing tone as 
it is possible to find. That is wherein 
tho turnout this summer is much nearer 
to being a perfect symphony in color 
than before. 

But Airs. Cleveland does not carry 
out. the color scheme to tho limit. She 
refuses to use a natural leather color 
harness. It is always cheap looking. 
Her horses’ liamesses are black leather 
throughout aud Homewhut elaborate. 
They are silver mounted iu a new pat¬ 
tern, aud on tho saddle pad iu cither 
side, on tho blinders, and on each rosette 
of tho bridle are those three letters in a 
monogram: “F. F. O.” 

These aro the initials of Mrs. Cleve¬ 
land. Frances Folsom Cleveland they 
stand for, and are the insignia that the 
equipage throughout is tho personal, 
property of tho wife of the president. ! 
Theso initials are raised letters of pol¬ 
ished silver of a peculiar, elongated, j 
very English pattern. 

Mrs. Cleveland does not compel her j 
coachman to don liis livery here. Liv-1 
ery is a mark of servitude, and nothing 
is more offensive than t|iis to a Cape! i 
Codder, born to tho notion that all men 
are created equal according to tho con- i 
stitution. The president and his family j 1 
appear to recognize this trait in the nn- ' 
tive yeomanry aud to appreciate it. Dan ; 
Nolan, their coachman, is a good na- ] 
tured Celt, to whom livery is no cross, | 
but rather a mark of distinction, espe - 1 
cially when it is the livery of the White j 
House.

INCREASE IN PETROLEUM. 

Over 3,500,000 1turret* More Produced 

Till* Year Than L.aNi. 

The total production of crude petro¬ 
leum in tho United States iu 1895 was 
52,983,526 barrels, valued at $57,691,- 
279, against 49,344,516 barrels in the 
previous year, valued at $35,522,095. 
Theso statistics are compiled for tho 
geological survey by Expert Joseph D. 
Weeks. All important producing dis¬ 
tricts shared in the increase except West 
Virginia and New York, which showed 
slight decreases. 

Since tho beginning of operations in 
Titusville, Pa., in 1859 tho enormous 
total of 709,713,403 barrels of crude pe¬ 
troleum has been produced in the coun¬ 
try, of which 510,657,260 barrels repre¬ 
sent tho product of tho Pennsylvania 
und New York oilfields.

Hints to Pianists. 

H. A. Kelso, of Handel Hall, Chicago, 
presents a new theory of pinno playing 
based upon principles of anatomy, physi¬ 
ology, acoustics and psychology, and in 
an exhaustive article which he has pub¬ 
lished on the subject undertakes to show 
how piano playing may be reduced to a 
scientific basis. He advises the study of 
anatomy, that the teacher may learn to 
develop a good “piano hand” of physi¬ 
ology that we may learn the fundamental 
causes which operate in velocity playing. 
We learn, he says, to avoid and success¬ 
fully treat weeping sinews and musi¬ 
cian’s cramp. Ky the understanding and 
application of the laws governing muscle 
innervation we learn to control and hus¬ 
band the potent force termed nervous 
energy. Misdirected nerve energy causes 
physical disease and disorders nature’s 
internal arrangements; sickness is the re¬ 
sult. Misdirected nerve energy makes 
sickly piano plnyers and unhealthy music 
is the result. Extracts from his article 
follow: 

Better modes of developing the power 
of memorizing and of preserving untouch¬ 
ed the pupil's individuality, are the re¬ 
sult of psychological study. That we 
should study acoustics “goes without say¬ 
ing,” as we cannot know too much of

Pitch is dependent upon the vibrational 
number—the greater the number the high¬ 
er the pitch. From these facts we de¬ 
duct principles of study which are prac¬ 
ticable to an intelligent student of piano 
playing. The overtones of tones sounded 
in the upper registers are of such great 
vibrational number that the ear fails tp 
establish a definite pilch for them. Then, 
again, the waves of such tones are so 
short that they vanish almost immediate¬ 
ly after sounding; therefore the pedal,* 
which permits the tone to be re-enforced, 
may be used more freely in the upper 
register than in the middle or lower. One 
tone sustained by the pedal in the middle 
is equal in intensity to about four in the 
upper register. It is possible by a deli¬ 
cate manipulation of the pedal to oblit¬ 
erate the discordant harmonies in the 
upper, without losing an organ point in 
the lower register, which sometimes of 
necessity must be sustained by the pedal. 

A point which is of equal importance 
with the manner of striking is that of tin* 
manner of leaving the keys, for upon this 
hinges the entire system of legato octave 
playing. Wide skips, such as a bass note 
and its chord, and broad intervals either 
in the accompaniment or melody, may be 
made to sound legato without the use of 
the pedal, by releasing the finger from the 
key slowly, thus damping the tone grad¬ 
ually. Many beautiful effects may be 
produced by this use of the pedal.

Ttie outer side of the hand is naturally 
weaker than the inner side, yet it is just 
as essential a factor in playing. The 
melody and fundamental bass notes are 
most frequently played with the weakest 
fingers; hence the necessity of building 
up the outer region of tlie hand. A de¬ 
velopment of the pronator muscles ill the 
forearm renders possible a good position 
of tlie hand for playing octaves, arpeg¬ 
gios, scales, chords and trills with the

fourth and fifth fingers. Rolling octave 
playing is dependent upon a separated 
control of the supinator and pronator 
muscles from those of the fingers. Speed 
requires the shortening of the latent pe¬ 
riod of the mflsele, and this can be accom¬ 
plished only by taking up the slack of the 
tendons. The principal muscle concern¬ 
ed In producing a crisply staccato effect 
with finger action is the extensor, as upon 
this muscle depends the brevity of tone. 
By elevating the wrist, curving the second 
finger, and depressing it at the knuckle 
joint, the finger is in the best possible i>o- 
eition for producing the effect. 

The physiology of velocity playing is 


play certain muscles just as naturally as 
water seeks its lowest level. It is for this 
reason that a pupil is sometimes taught 
to play a passage with widely differing 
movements of the hand and arm by dif¬ 
ferent teachers. Thus it not infrequently 
happens that an instructor scatters 
broadcast over the land, through his pu¬ 
pils, peculiar mannerisms which he in¬ 
herited from his ancestors. It may readily 
be seen that this is radically wrong, and 
that such would not be the case were all 
teaching based on philosophic principles.

This 
Involves not only the ability fo play the 
proper notes with cdrrect lingers, but re¬ 
quires such control of the muscles and 
nerves that all gradations of tonal color¬ 
ing may be expressed, l’iano playing has 
lieen compared to an electric current—tie* 
musical thought emanates from tin* brain, 
passes through the nerves which move 
flic jiiuseles to be used, the finger strikes 
the key, the hammer strikes a wire, which 
in its turn produces a tone, the ear con¬ 
veys the tone back to the brain, thus 
completing the circuit. Weak or slug¬ 
gish muscles, therefore, not readily yield¬ 
ing themselves to the nervous stimulus 
flow ing from the brain, will break the cir¬ 
cuit, and the musical phrase will fall short 
of the ideal conception. 

In piano playing ttie purely mental in¬ 
tellectual phrase finds its expression ill 
tlie circumscribed movements of the fin¬ 
gers and hand, using the knuckles or wrist 
as the center of motion. Passages from 
Bach's "Fugues and Inventions” admira¬ 
bly illustrate this statement. An emo¬ 
tional phrase demands more freedom of 
movement, which the firmness of the el-

BREEDS WORMS FOR SALE. 

Maine Farmer Raises and Sells Worms 
for Buitiug Purposes. 

i Joslah Crewcfye, a farmer living 
nearly three miles from this place, en- 
! joys the reputation of being tin* only 
1 angleworm raiser in Maine. lie oc¬ 
cupies an old farm and uses a sort of 
I primitive hothouse for his worm col- 
j ony. The box in which ho kept them 
covered the floor of the old forcing 
house and was built four feet deep and 
filled with soil to within eighteen 
inches of the top. 

During last spring and summer 
Crewdye and ids boys gathered tlie 
festive “night walkers” in large quan¬ 
tities and whenever any plowing was 
done tlie hoys walked behind with 
pails and gathered up the worms, which 
were forthwith transferred to tlie in¬ 
cubator. Crewdye estimates that lie 
put three barrels of "walkers” into this 
incubator during the summer. From 
Dec. 1 to Jan. 1, lttfiti, Crewdye sold 
thirty-eight quarts of worms at $1 a 
quart. Fishermen left orders at

In 
tlio Capuciue Chapel In Vienna, placed 
in a vault beneath the ground, there 
nre 113 coffins, containing all that re¬ 
mains of the royal Hapeburgs, who 
have ruled over the destinies of Austria.
